The Streets of Cork the Buttle Ground 
for Parnellites and Anti- 
Faruellites. 



'Natural Gas" Causes an Explosion 
in the Oiliee of the National 
Press- 



CORK, Oct. '11.— The fact that the police 
and military were thoroughly prepared Tor 
a riot to-day aloue prevented the city from 
becoming a scene of slaughter. After the 
convention, a large body of police closed 
about Dillon and O'Brien to eacort them to 
their hotel. Dillon passed a few words of 
commonplace with tho inspector in com- 
mand, and that functionary listened very 
stiffly and condescendingly. The incident 
was witnessed by the Parjellites, who 
howled in derision. For some distance the 
procession passed along without a more seri- 
ous demonstration, tho crowds on the 
streets, however, growing every moment 
more excited. The McCarthyites, in- 
cluding a number of priests and 
the redoubtable Canon O'Muhoney fol- 
lowed Dillon and O'Brien. Every now 
and then a Parnellito in the crowd would 
howl and swing a shillalah around his head 
and mnko a dash for the MoCarthyites. 
The police would then charge and restore 
order for the moment. At length the Par- 
nellites grew uncontrollable and yells of 
" murderers," " English lickspits." and 
other epithets saluted the McCarthyites. 
The latter knew that they would soon be 
attacked, and came to a halt, turning on 
their assailants. Missiles of all kinds Hew 
through the air, and the cries of defiance 
became louder ami louder. The blood 
Sowing from injured heuds and limbs, the 
groans from the tallen wounded, the tierce 
fury ot the combatants and the ebb and 
How of the tide of battle as the advantage 
veered to either side, gin'o a realistic 
picture seldom seen resembling somewhat 
tire communist rising in Paris. The 
mounted constabulary was hurriedly formed 
in order for a charge. It was a dangerous 
duty, for deudly missiles wero flying on 
every hand, and the order was given to cut 
right between the two parties, where the 
police would receive volleys from both. Not 
a constable flinched. They formed as per- 
fectly as on parade and started on the gal- 
lop on the word of command. The order 
was to strike only with the Huts of their 
sabres, and there ia no reason to believe 
that under the great provocation it 
was discharged. As the constables spurred 
forward the volleys of mislses grew thicker, 
for each side was sure if they missed each 
other, they would ut leust hit a policeman. 
The police were persistent, however, and at 
length succeeded in breaking up tho riot, 
this result being largely duo to the fact 
that the rioters 'theiiisi.lv s <- re appalled at 



tile number of wouu. 
latter were taken to their homes and others 
to hospitals. Whether any cuses have 
proved fatal is not yet known. 

Outrageous Tactics. 

Dublin, Oct. 20. — Grout excitement was 
caused this evening by an apparent attempt 
to blow up the ofliee of the National Press, 
the McCurthyite organ. The bomb fell in 
an area in front of the windows on Abbey 
street, breaking the windows and badly 
damaging the editorial rooms. The base- 
ment windows in all the adjacent houses 
were also broken. Fortunately no one was 
injured. There is no clue yet to the mis- 
creant who threw tho bomb. Almost uni- 
versally credit for the outrage is given to 
the Parnellites. The report of the explo- 
sion was heard distinctly two miles away. 
The attention of the watchman on duty at 
the time, and who is raid to have always 
been on duty since Parnellito threats of 
vengeance were uttered, was diverted by a 
shaili light between two men in the vicinity 
of the National Press buildiug. Michael 
Davitt has declined to contest the seat for 
.South Kilkenny. 

Why lie Resigned. 

BERLIN, Oct. 27. — Major Wissnian's resig- 
nation of his position in Fist Africa is said 
to have been provoked by Baron Sodas hav- 
ing forbade him to use his transport steamer 
on the Victoria Nyanza. 

They Want Higher Jurisdiction. 

London, Oct. 27. — Advices from Singa- 
pore, the capital of the Straits settlements, 
the British possessions of the West Coast of 
Malaya peninsula, are to the effect that the 
Chambers of Commerce of Singapore and the 
Straits Settlements Association have ap- 
pealed to Lord Knutsford, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, asking tor the right 
to appeal from the Malay native courts to 
the Supiome Court of the Straits Settlement,

Prevention Itrtlcr Than t'nre. 

London, Oct. 27. — Tho McCarthyites' 
convention at, Cork to-day was u success in 
numbers and enthusiasm. Messrs. John 
Dillon and Wm. O'Brien delivered oratioiiB 
Strongly supporting Flavin, and police, 
mounted and on foot, afterward CBcortod 
the oratora to their hotel. The presence of 
the police prevented a riot, although the 



Parnellites were sullen and threatening and 
eevyral McCarthyites on their way home 
were brutally assaulted. The troops of the 
garrison were all kept in barracks ready to 
suppress any affray that might become too 
much for the police to deal with.

Otidcrdoiik'x Railroad Defective. 

Ottawa, Oct. 20,— Tho exact nature of 
the award made in the dispute between the 
Dominion Government and the Canadian 
Pacific railway, respecting the mountain 
section of the railway, which was built by 
Onderdouk's firm for the Dominion Govern- 
ment, was made public to day. This com- 
pany presented claims which amounted to 
nearly $15,000,000. The arbitrators heard 
an immense amount of evidence and made 
several visits to the localities in which 
defects of construction tire alleged to exist, 
and their conclusion iB that 8579,000 will 
have to be spent by the Government on 
these live sections to bring tho railway up 
to the standard stipulation in the syndicated 
agreement of 1880. 

More or Paenud'a Evidence. 

QUEBEC, Oct. 27. — Before the Royal Com- 
mission, this morning, the evidence of 
Ernest Pacaud was continued. He was 
examined by Judgo Jette. Among other 
tilings it was learned from Pacaud that 
Premier Mercier received §10,000 in all 
through the intervention of tho witness. 
Pacaud also stated that he had made S5,000 
by another transaction. Judge Jette 
wanted to know whether he had not in- 
cluded this last sum sent to Mercier in his 
personal account, and the reply was that 
it was entirely foreign to the Baie (lea 
Chaleurs business.

The Secretary of State Has Sot

All Rumors.

— Wild rumors were 
ourreut to-day that Hon. Mr. Chapleau had 
resigned, but I have the best authority to- 
night for stating that he has not taken that 
step.

He left Ouiinet here to con- 
duct negotiations, and Premier Abbott and 
Chupleau'a friends are much excited at the 
attitude he has taken. Le Canada to-night 
declares if he does not get the portfolio of 
Minister of Railways the French Canadians 
will all go under the leadership of Ltiurier. 

The Supreme Court, fall term, opened 
here, to-day. Several election appeals were 
heard, among them that of Lisgar, upon 
which judgment was reserved, 

The 20th convention of Sunday school 
associations opened here, to-day, with 400 
delegates in attendance.

t'ri tnl mil Carelessness. 

BiiTTK, Mont., Oct. 27.— While a gang of 
workmen were drilling ruck on the Pacific 
extension of the Great Northern Railway, 
near Great Falls, Mont., this morning, a 
hole in one section of the rock, containing 
some powder, became choked with sonic 
"wash," and the foreman started to drill it 
nut. A spark ignited the powder, causing 
a terrible explosion. Four of the men were 
instantly killed and li\o injured so seriously 
that there is no hope of their recovery. The 
foreman escaped to the woods, and it is 
thought he has gone insane over the acci- 
dent, caused by his carelessness. 

A Had Uullway Accident. 

GlENNWOOD, Minn., Oct. 27.— A terrible 
accident occurred at Thorsen station, eight 
miles east of here, on the "Soo" road, last 
night, by which five persons were killed and 
seven seriously injured, The dead arc : O. 
E. Holms, travelling salesman for Seabury 
it Co., of St. Paul, Fred Renn, Conrad 
Prince, Brazil Lylle, John Coffin. The four 
last named belonged to Mnnticollo, Minn. 
The regular westbound freight train was 
switching at the Btation, when it was run 
into by a westbound ejttra running at a high 
rate of speed. The caboose of the regular 
train was completely telescoped. All the 
dead und injured were in this car. Dr. 
Allen, of Glenwood, hurried to the wreck 
and, assisted by Dr. Bradley and others, 
cared for the wounded. Mr. Holmes body 
was very badly torn to pieces. Fred Renn 
was probably ro.isted to death, as he was 
found in the debris on the lop of the boiler. 
It is reported that the Soo Company haB 
caused the arrest of Conductor Woods and 
Engineer Smith of the extra, blame appear- 
ing to rest on them. 

Explosion and Death, 

Cleveland, O., Oct. 27.— Juat at dusk 
the works of the U. S. Mine Supply Com- 
pany, in this city, exploded with a deep de- 
tonation und concussion that Bhook up the 
most fashionable residence portion of the 
city. There were a series i f . xplosions that 
entirely demolished tho b.irk building in 
which the works were located, und scattered 
timbers and bricks in all directions, and 
■when the first fire engine '."cached tho scene 
the firemen were compelled, on account of 
the explosions and Hying debris, to crawl 
with their hose towards the building. 
Twelve people were employed in making 
fuses and bombs out of dynamite, gun cotton 
and nitro-glycorine, when the first explosion 
occurred. Bystanders said the roof appeared 
to be lifted from the building. The report 
was followed by piercing screams from 
within the structure. At the second ex 
plosion the walls collapsed, and there win 
silence. Three people were killed outright 
and four injured, one seriously.

Which Mpaiia Serious Financial Loss 
to All Interested in 
Sealing. 



Prices Will Not Equal Advances, and 
Kefunda Must he 
Made. 



Sealing men are looking very, very blue, 
and one has not to seek far for the cause. 
T.ba fall sales at London, which determine 
prices for the year, were held on Monday, 
and instead of sealskins being iu strong de- 
mand, at higher figures, they found an over- 
stocked market and purchasers who consid- 
ered CO shillings excessive. The ruling 
quotation was 57a., or about $13, &na 
tliia price the only business done was trans- 
acted. Eighteen dollars, it, will he remem- 
bered, was the standard price li s'. season, 
and owing to the closing of Beliring Sea and 
consequently light catch, those identified 
with t ho industry were hoping and expect- 
ing that, on Monday, $•-!(> a skin would he 
freely offered, 

W hen the sale report was received, yes- 
terday morning, many and loud were the 
expressions of disappointment. The loss to 
alt in any way connected with sealing will 
be heavy, and to not a few the low prices 
will mean serious financial embarrassment. 
There is little speculation in 
3kiiis now, and those who have 
made a careful study of the situation pre- 
dict that next year a further drop may be 
looked for. One prominent owner and 
operator of schooners goes so far as to say 
that if sealskins bring $8 net next year, it 
will be to him an agreeable surprise. And 
this • opinion is shared by others equally 
competent to read the signs of the times. 

Buyers' agents here, working upon the 
effects produced by the modus rirendi — the 
curtailed catch — have been accepting all 
skins offered on the arrival of the schooners, 
giving an advance of §14 50, $15, and even 
as high as §17 a skin. This necessitates re- 
funds in nearly every ca3e, und it it is now 
a certainty that this season every schooner 
securing less than 1,000 has lost money. 
More than l!)-20ths of the 1891 catch 
r.ach d L' n Ion in time for Monday's 
sale, the low prices at which can only be 
accounted for iu one way. The reports of 
the large number of seals met with in 
ikhring Sea this season reached the princi- 
pal buyers, and caused them to anticipate 
unusually large catches, such as would have 
undoubtedly been made had not the modus 
virew/.i coming into operation prevented the 
sealers availing themselves of the good 
things iu sight. 

The receipt of the news from London has 
completely altered the position of affairs 
here, and several who had sent East to buy 
new schooners for the Meet, have tele- 
graphed cancelling their orders. The 
schooners now on their way round will meet 
with a profitless murket, and some of the 
resident owners are now easting about to 
find other business for their floating pro- 
perty. The cost of fitting out, added to 
wages and ot her unavoidable expense con- 
nected with the industry, leaves so small, if 
any, margin of profit at ruling prices, that 
few of the old hands will care to send their 
schooners out in the spring.

President T. 15. Hall, Mr. D. R. Ker and 
Mr. W. H, Ellis, represented tbo Hoard of 
Trade, yesterday, at an interview with Mr. 
Thomas R. Smith, chairman, und ('apt. John 
Irving, manager of the C. P. N. Co. The 
conference was entirely informal, and re- 
sulted from a resolution recently paseed by 
the Hoard looking to the improvement of 
1he steamer serrice between this city and 
Feasor river ports. 

The representatives of the steamboat com- 
pany announced thut they were doing all in 
their power to provide satisfactory service, 
and explained that Vancouver and New 
"Westminster now being connected by electric 
Street railway, the latter city had, prac- 
tically, daily connection with Victoria, by 
the Islander. In regard to the accumula- 
tion of freight on the river bunks, it was 
•explained that an unavoidable break in the 
service had occurred on one day — a trip be- 
ing lost— but this was something of very 
infrequent occurrence. The alternate daily 
service the company deems as frequent us 
traffic demands. If the Hoard of Trade will 
«how that business has increased to such an 
v.xtent as to warrant, the company is pro- 
pared to further improve the sorvico. With 
reference to freights, it was shown that tho 
principal competition now is with small 
steamers and scows ; to meet which on even 
■terms, it would be necessary to come down 
■.to tho Hamo style of oraft.

The steamer Alert, with Mr. J. Bailey, 
ty sanitary officer, on board, left for Dar- 
cey Island lazaretto, yesterday morning, 
with the winter supplies for the five Chi- 
nese lepers. Arriving at the island and 
having landed the supplies, which consisted 
of Chinese merchandise and a large hog, 
which ihe Chinamen were craving for, the 
little party dispersed in all directions over 
the small farm. A variety of vegetables, 
with not a weed among them, and planted 
in small beds, with foot-paths intersecting, 
were the first things to command attention. 
A large quantity of wood, all ready for the 
stove, was piled neatly in and around the 
little shanties, ami the half dozen chickens 
taken out to the island, on the second trip 
of the steamer, have multiplied to the 
number of thirty. Although tho Chinamen 
are gradually wasting away, they seem to 
be very cheerful ' and energetic, and ex- 
pressed, in their own way, the warmest 
thauks_ to their'visitors. They all look 
well, considering their disease, and are quite 
satisfied with their home. The steamer 
ft them about 1:30 o'clock, and the party 
had a delightful trip home, the water being 
piito smooth. Wild ducks are very nu- 
merous around the islands, and Captain 
Clark, on tho wuy home, made some crack 
shots at several. He succeeded in killing 
one every time he fired, while both the 
boat and tho bird were in motion. 



LOSS OF THE DESPATCH 



Lieut- Cowles (iives His Evidence 
Before the Court of 
Enquiry. 



A Sailor's Love For His Snip-The 
Removal of the Lightship Caused 
the Trouble. 



Washington, Oct. 27. — Tho court of 
inquiry into the loss of the U.S.S. Des- 
patch, met again, to-day, at the navy yurd. 
After the formal report of Lieut. Cowles to 
the Navy Department of tbo loss of the 
steamship was read, Lieut. Cowles read his 
detailed report of the wreck. He was 
asked if he had any complaint to make 
against any officer or member of the ciew 
in connection with the accident, to which 
he replied: "Not after the vessel grounded. " 
This created something of a sensation. 
Lieut. Cowles said that the night 
orders, before turning in, were 
" safe night ordcr3." The course of the 
ste unship had been changed without orders 
from him and without his being notified. 
Lieut. Mulligan, who was in charge of the 
deck, when asked by Lieut. Cowles why he 
had not called him, replied that ho was 
about to do so as the course of the vessel had 
been changed. When asked why this was 
done Lieut. Mulligan explained that be was 
sure the red light he saw was that of Win- 
ter Quarters, and there was no necessity of 
keeping the old course. In response to 
Lieut. Cowles us to why he was not called, 
Lieut. Mulligan replied that all seemed 
well, and there had been no apparent neces- 
sity for calling him. Lt. Noah, the ship's 
executive, confirmed tho fact of the red 
light being seen, which he was certain was 
Winter Quarters light, and that he had or- 
dered the change iu the course. Lt. Cowles 
went on with his story of the wreck, the 
efforts to save the ship and her final aban- 
donment, aud paid a glowing tribute to the 
life-saving crew under Cupt. Tracy, as well 
as to the gallantly of the officers and men 
of the Despatch. Lt. Cowles be- 
came visibly affected as he went 
on, und us he said "I left the 
vessel with her colors and her pennant fly- 
ing," be broke down. His voice quivered 
und his eyes filled with tears, and it was 
some moments before he could continue the 
conversation. He said the gale increased in 
fury, and when it had finally subsided there 
was nothing left of the Despatch, and he sat 
down with a great sob. Continuing his tes- 
timony, Cow les said the sea gradually in- 
creased, with wind northeast to north, from 
the time she struck until she was aban- 
doned. The anchors were ready for lotting 
down. The reports had been corrected 
up to date, but no one on board had any in- 
formation of the relief of the Winter Quarter 
light ship. It was a good night for seeing 
lights, but it was was a very bad night for 
seeing land, being misty. There was but 
one light visible when ho came on deck, and 
that looked red. Lt. Cowles then explained 
the duties of officers of the ship, but added, 
"the navigation is under my charge." Ho 
had given no orders for the changeof course. 
The court adjourned to meet to-morrow.

SYMPATHETIC. 

lias the organ of the Opposition a vestige 
of political principle ? It would seem that 
it has not. Its policy is obstinate, reason- 
less, pig-headed opposition. The first arti- 
cle of its creed is "The Government cannot 
by any possibility do rijjht," and its rule of 
action is "Oppose tho Government, no mat- 
ter what it does." 

Until yesterday it condemned the Hon. 
Mr. Chapleau as a boodling politician, and 
• censured the Government for allowing him 
to remain in office. It expatiated on tho 
printing scandals and scouted the idea that 
Mr. Chapleau had no connection with them. 
There is a rumor abroad that Mr. Chapleau 
Will not be a member of the reorganized 
Government, and instantly the Times sym- 
pathizes with tho minister, whose trans- 
lation to the department of Railways and 
Canals the Empire opposes. Instead of 
commending the Premier for having the 
firmness and the courage to deny a power- 
ful politician whom it condemns us untrust- 
worthy the promotion he seeks, it evidently 
rejoices in the prospect that the Govern- 
ment cannot shelve him so easily as it imag- 
ines. It would bu delighted to see Mr. 
Chapleau, whom it has denounced 
time and again, giving .Mr. Abbott 
trouble because he will not pro- 
mote him to a position of great 
responsibility and influence. Our contem- 
porary seems to have an inkling of the utter 
want of principle it displays, and to excuse 
itself it asserts that "as far as politic il 
cleanliness is concerned he (Mr. Chapleau) 
may retort on the Ontario men, that he is as 
good as the rest of the Ministry.'' The 
Times says this at a time when it does not 
know who are to compose theMinistry. But 
if every ono of its members was as pure as 
it is possible for a man to be, the Times 
would not hesitate to declare that it was 
composed of boodlcrs, actual and possible. 
It never hesitates to publish a calumny 
against a prominent opponent, if it can do 
so safely. But its inconsistency in this 
matter is so conspicuous that it must be 
Keen by the most biuotted partisan. It 
condemned Mr. Chapleau as unfaithful, 
and when it believes that Mr. Abbott will 
not give him a seat in tho re-constructed 
Cabinet, it sneers and snarls, and sympath- 
izes with the Minister who is, as it believes, 
to be rejected. 

IRISH FACTIONS:. 

The factions in Ireland are lighting. 
Their political contests seem to be a series 
of disgraceful rows. Appeals to the 
shillalah are made much more frequently 
than appeals to reason. This is very un- 
fortunate. It is important that the Irish 
people should conduct their elections in a 
rational and seemly way, for, by being 
turbulent and by resorting to physical 
force to accomplish their ends, they aro 
convincing tho people of Great Britain that 
what their enemies say of them is true, 
namely, that they are not competent to 
govern themselves. 

The elections in Ireland are on Irish 
issues, and they are being managed ex- 
clusively by Irishmen. If they cannot con- 
duct them in an orderly way they will 
greatly prejudice the cause of Home Rule 
in the eye3 of the electors of England and 
Scotland. 

The British Liberals say that Home Rule 
for Ireland is still tho principal plank in 
their platform. It is, therefore, of tho first 
importance that the Home Rulers should 
not do anything to give their opponents in 
England a handle against them. Tho ene- 
mies of Home Rule are, no doubt, delighted 
to see a split in the Home Rule party, and 
to hear the Homo Rulers abitso and de- 
nounce ouch other. They know that a par- 
ty divided against itself can make no head- 
way, and will be sure, if its divisions aro 
■ not soon healed, to go to pieces. To divide 
the Home Rulo party mid to lesson its in- 
fluence, in England and Scotland, particu- 



larly, is what the enemies of Home Rule 
have been trying to do for a long time, but 
without the slightest success. But it is now 
seem that the Homo Rulers themselves are 
in a fair way to do what their enemies, 
strong us they were, found to bo impos- 
sible. A few of the Irish party see this, 
and are, consequently, doing their best to 
make peace, but the greater number seem 
to be blind to the consequences that must 
ensue if they keep on quari oiling and light- 
ing among tin mselves. 

l y RESIDENT I A /, OA NDIDA TES. 

Mr. Blaine seems to have recovered his 
health. He is again taking an active part 
in public affairs. lie has written a letter 
to help Major McKinloy in the Ohio con- 
test. He had declared Unit there was no- 
thing in the McKinloy bill to give the 
farmers of tho United States a new market 
for a single bushel of wheat or a single 
barrel of pork. This utterance of his was 
being used against Mr. McKinloy by 
his opponent. Mr. Blaine, as soon as ho 
found that this was the case, wrote u lotter 
saying that he had said this of the tariff be- 
fore tho reciprocity clauses were added to 
it, but that the tariff as it is, does open new 
markets to the fanners of tho Republic. 

The publication of this letter is taken as 
a sign that Mr. Blaine is in the field as a 
candidate for the Presidency. Many say 
that it was written for this very purpose. 
At any rate its publication has created tho 
impression that Mr. Blaine is not averse 
to being the bearer of the standard of the 
Republican Party in the coming Presiden- 
tial contest. The only Republican candi- 
dates who are now looked upon as probable 
aro Mr. Harrison and Mr. Blaine. The 
indications are that Mr. Blaine is the 
favorite. Mr. Harrison seemed, a little 
while ago, to have raised himself in the 
estimation of the American people, but his 
increased popularity was not of long con- 
tinuance. As soon us there was a chance of 
Mr. Blaine coming to the front again the 
Harrison stock went down. It is pretty 
low just now, and there does not seem to be 
much chance of its rising again. If Mr. 
Blaine's health keeps good, Mr. Harrison's 
chance of a second nomination will be very 
slim. If, however, Mr. Blaine is incapacit- 
ated for active work from any cause, tho 
President will not have, in his own party, u 
single competitor who is at all popular. 

Mr. Cleveland still appears to be the only 
Democratic candidutc possible. There is 
not at this moment any other in sight. He 
grows in popularity as time advances, and 
il is evident that he is the only Democrat 
that the Republicans fear as a candidate for 
the Presidency. Mr. Cleveland's views on 
the tariff have been accepted by his party, 
but his opinions on the silver coinage ques- 
tion, though regarded as sound by the in- 
telligent men of the Eastern States, are not 
looked upon with favor by the Farmers' 
Alliance politicians and the Democrats 
of the West. Tho Democrats are 
accused of hiving on this question 
one policy for the East and another 
tor the West, but although it is said that 
Mr. Cleveland is more careful then he used 
to be with respect to what he says about 
silver no one openly accuses him of having 
changed his ground on that question. The 
ex-President has taken part in the New 
York State election with the view, ft is 
said, of ingratiating himself with the Tam- 
many Hall politicians. This sonic of his 
friends look upon us a false move. Mr. 
Cleveland has nothing in common with the 
Tammany Hall crowd, and he may calculate 
upon their opposition let him do what he 
may. His wisest plan, they say, is for him 
to keep on as he began : to remain true to 
his principles, and co look to enlightened 
and independent men for support. 

RELIGIOUS Clll TIC ISM. 

Dr. Pierson, an American clergyman, 
filled Mr. Spurgeon's pulpit in the Taber- 
nacle last Sunday. It might be supposed 
that the good Doctor would have something 
to say to the congregation about themselves, 
their own spiritual life and their own sins 
and short comings. And vouy likely he 
had, but like a great many other people in 
this world, good, bad and indifferent, the 
preacher could not mind his own business 
and confine his criticisms and his exhorta- 
tions to what concerned the denomination 
to which he and his hearers belonged. He 
could not resist the temptation to run down 
his and their neighbors. It is so very com- 
fortable to think that we are better than 
some people that we know. That we are 
superior to their superstitious notions, and 
are not addicted to their practices. The 
generation that thanks the Lord that it 
is not as other men are is still in the land 
of the living. It is as vigorous to-day as it 
wus two thousand years ugo, and quite as 
ready to, look down upon the stupid and 
depraved pe pie who do not think and act 
as it does. 

Dr. Pierson, knowing that he was talking 
to Baptists, who do not set much value up- 
on what we may call the (esthetics of religion, 
commented severely on the people who de- 
corato their churches with flowers and 
candles and crucifixes, whose clergy wear 
robes of antiquated pattern, and whoso way 
of worship is ceremonial. His indignation 
against ritualists and ritualism waxed warm 
as he proceeded, and his zeal against forms 
und ceremonies caused him to use language 
which is reported to be "extravagunt " 
Somo of thoso who heard him disapproved 
of this onslaught of the American divine on 
the ritualists, who had done neither him nor 
tho pooplo who heard him any barm. 

Hut Dr. Pierson only did publicly, and, 
perhaps, a little offensively, what many pre- 
sumably good people are continually doing 
every day. They are scandalized by what 
peoplo who differ with thorn in opinion and 
practice on religious mattors say and do, 
and they cannot help denouncing what they 
do not approve, and perhaps do not very 
well understand. Yet, after all, what busi- 



ness is it of theirs what doctrines their 
neighbors believe, or what ceremonies they 
practice. It may be to them incompre- 
hensible how it is that sensible and pious 
persons set so high a value upon forms and 
ceremonies which they look upon us mean- 
ingless, and perhaps hurtful. But it is un- 
deniable that good men and women are 
ritualists. There are among the high 
church clergy far abler and more learned 
men than Dr. Pierson ; and harder workers 
und more self-sacrificing men than some of 
them are are not to he found in any Church or 
any body of Christians. These are facts 
known to and cheerfully admitted by non- 
conformists and low churchmen. If then 
a man can be a devout Christian and a 
ritualist, what is the good, or where is tho 
sense, of making a fuss about his ritualism '! 
\\ hy not let him indulge his taste in chinch 
ornamentation and ceremonial to his heart's 
content in peace ? Why worry about him 
at all? If he is good and useful, let him be 
good and useful in his own way. 

It is very likely that if a cantankerous, 
censorious, uncharitable, sharp-tongued 
high-churchman were to place the non- 
ritualistic Christians under the magnifying 
glass of intolerance, he would see as much to 
find fault with and to condemn as Dr. 
Pierson and his like do when they con- 
template the high church people. As a 
matter of fact ritualists are accused of doing 
this very thing. It is said that, 
they are, in their way, as censorious 
as narrow, and us harsh in their judgments 
of thoso who do not agree with them, as are 
the most bigotted of their opponents and 
contemners. They are, indeed, accused of 
cherishing u sort of ecclesiastical supercili- 
ousness which is us far removed as possible 
from the fraternal spirit of Christianity. 
Many among them cannot mind their own 
affairs or refrain from sneering at those 
whose opinions and practices are different 
from their own. 

The spirit exhibited by Dr. Pierson in Mr. 
Spurgeon's tabernacle assumes many forms 
and is hateful in them all. Self-righteous- 
neis and spiritual pride have done much 
harm and are doing much harm in the world 
If every one in religious matters, as it is 
universally allowed to be right in secnlar 
affairs, looks well after his own business und 
refrains from meddling in the concerns of 
his neighbors there would be a much better 
feeling among the denominations thuii h 
existed heretofore, and the people outside 
the churches would look upon the people 
inside the churches with far more respect 
than they do. It is significant that sounds 
of dissent, and disapproval were heard in the 
tabernacle even while Dr. Pierson was de 
claiming against the ritualists

There are 
wheat, oats, timothy, pens, corn, potatoes, 
pumpkins, squashes, watermelons, apples, 
marrows, and in fact almost every important 
agricultural product. Tho varieties of wheat 
alone number nineteen, and every specimen 
is a magnificent proof of the fertility and 
prospects of the farming districts in tho 
region where it was grown. One squash 
weighs Kf> pounds, another of a different 
variety 75 pounds. The potatoes are the 
largest ever seen in this city, Tho apples, 
of which eleven varieties aro shown, are fine, 
largo, healthy looking fruit, asurothe water- 
melons. There is sweet corn on stalks sev- 
enteen feet high, every toot bursting with 
large white podB, and timothy with roots 
like young bamboos. The whole exhibit, 
vvluch has Wen arranged with great taste, 



The Shell They Left Behind Them. 

Two British chrysalides, posing as men- 
o'-war men, reached a stage the ot her day 
at which they cast their shells, and, leav- 
ing them on tho Brodriek's wharf in this 
city, fluttered away to the south country in 
the form of gay and festive civilian butter- 
flies.

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AN EXPLANATION DEMANDED 



President Harrison's Message to 
Minister Egan— Fullest Repara- 
tion Expected. 



Chili Accused of Having Delayed the 
Presentation of Her Side of 
the Story. i 



Washington, Oct. 27. — The fallowing ia 
a copy ot tho telegram which, by the Presi- 
dent's order, wna sent to Chili, on tho 23rd 
inst. : "Department of State, Washington, 
D.C. Oct. 23rd. — Egan, American Minister, 
Santiago, Chili. Immediately on receipt of 
information of ussaults made on the 6th 
inBt., in the streets of Valparaiso, upon a 
number of American sailors belonging to the 
U.S. man-of-war Baltimore, now in that 
harbor, the commander of that vessel, Capt. 
W. Schley, was directed to cause an imme- 
diate and thorough inquiry to be made into 
the origin and incidents of that tragic 
affair, and to communicate the results, sim- 
ultaneously, to this Government and to you. 
His report, under date of yesterday, has 
just been transmitted to this department by 
the Secretary of the Navy, who advises me 
that a copy of the report was forwarded by 
Capt. C. .Schley to you. You will observe 
that the board of otlicers selected by Capt. 
Schley to investigate this affair reports that 
our sai ors were unarmed and gave no pro- 
vocation ; that the assaults upon them 
were made by an armed mob ereatly 
superior in numbers, and, as we must con- 
clude, animated in their bloody work by 
hostility to tho seamen as sailors of the 
United States, you will also notice that the 
character of the wounds indicato that the 
police, or some of them, took part in the 
attack, and will also observe that the 
American sailors were, without apparent 
fault, arrested, and for some time held by 
the authorities. The friendly efforts of a 
few of the public ollicers to give succor to 
our men furnishes the only redeeming in- 
cidentof this affair. This cruel work, so 
injurious to the United States, took place 
on the 16th inst. , and yet no expression of 
regret or of a purpose to make searching 
enquiry with a view to the institution of 
proper proceedings for the punishment of 
the guilty parties has been, 
far as I am advised, offered this 
Government. You will at once 
bring to the attention of the Government of 
Chili the facts, as reported to you by Capt. 
Schley, and will inquire whether there [are 
any qualifying facts in the possession of 
that Government, or any explanation to be 
offered of an event that has very deeply 
pjined the people of the United States, not 
only by reason of the resulting death of one 
of our sailors, and the pitiless wounding of 
othtrs, but even more as an apparent ex- 
pression of unfriendliness towards this 
Go-, ernment, which might put in peril the 
maintenance of amicable relations existing 
between the two countries. If the facts are 
as reported bp Capt. Schley, this Govern- 
ment cannot doubt that the Government of 
Chili will offer prompt and full reparation. 
You will furnish the foreign office a full 
paraphase of this despatch, and report 
promptly to this Government.

LEGALITY OF INCORPORATION- 

The Question to be Decided for Port Angeles 
To-morrow. 

Port An«eles, Wash., Oct. 25.— The 
case to test the legality of the town's incor- 
poration was called for trial yesterday be- 
fore Judge McClinton. 

The first question which arose was whether 
the prosecution rested upon the county 
attorney or attorneys employed [by the 
relator, E. B. Maatick. The judge decided 
that the prosecuting attorney only could 
conduct the case for the state. Judge Lane 
•was employed by Mr. Mastick, but owing to 
sickness is unable to be present. Deputy 
Prosecuting Attorney Hatch asked a contin- 
uance to enable him to study the case, as he 
has not given it any thought. The defense, 
represented by Wilson and Bush, of this 
city, assisted by an attorney from Seattle, 
objected to a continuance. In the course of 
the discussion of this point the defense 
created a sensation by declaring that the 
suit was not brought in good faith but that 
it was a blackmailing scheme from beginning 
to end ; that it could produce two repula- 
ble citizens who would swear that a propo- 
sition bad been made to them to compromise 
thcoise; that for $6,000 the prosecution 
would guarantee any verdict desired. 

Judge McClinton was highly indignant, 
and stated lie would make an order for a 
thorough investigation. The case was then 
continued to 9 a. m. Tuesday. The people 
are much pleased that the matter is soon to 
be decided and the general opinion is that 
tho city will win the case. 

MILLIONS FOR PUGET SOUND. 

To Be Invested In Safe Real Estate, Factories 
and Industries. 

St. Paul, Oct. 26. — George N. Sims, 
managing director of the Lombard Trust 
company (limited), of London and New 
York, was in the city, yesterday, for a 
short time. 

"I have been made the representative of 
about $5,000,000 of English capital, and am 
directed to place it where the greatest 
benefit will bo derived," said Air. Sims. "I 
am not to use it for speculation, but to in- 
vest it in safe real estate, factories and in- 
dustries. It is my intention to go to 
Seattle, Taoonia, Portland and other cities 
along Puget Sound. I shall probably put a 
great deal of money in several of these 
towns on the Coast, as we believe the 
Nicaragua canal will be opened in live 
yonrs, perhaps Ices. 

"Then there are two great enterprises 
under consideration that will affect North- 
western interests greatly. One is the estab- 
lishment of a line of steamers between Puget 
Sound and China and Japan. The other is 
the laying of u submarine cable between the 
same place". These enterprises are not 
fully matured, but I can assure you they 
are almost certainties. 1 am not interested 
in either, but should like to be, as they will 
lje very profitable. " 

Sims whs urged to tell who were the men 
back of the two great, enterprises, but he re- 
fused, except in so far as stating that part 
were Englishmen and part were Eastern 
capitalists.

OUR FAILING EYES. 



Blindness on tho Increase— Precautions 
That Should lie Used. 

The latest statistics show that blind- 
ness is on the increaso in the United 
States, says Dr. Grucning - in the Epoch. 
This increase in New York state is at- 
tributable to the failure of carrying oxit 
the law which requires midwives to re- 
port to the boards of health all cases of 
blennorrhea in new-born children. In 
fact, the law is a dead letter, which is 
a great pity, because in the asylums 
for the blind there are more people who 
have become blind from having been 
neglected when infants than from any 
other cause. This purulent inflamma- 
tion of the infant's eyes, which is so 
often neglected by the poor, is bad for 
everybody in the house, owing to its 
decidedly infectious character. 

Children should not be admitted to 
schools if they have any contagious 
disease of the eye, to detect which re- 
quires expert examination, for it can- 
not always be seen; for example, gran- 
ular lids contain an infectious secre- 
tion. Just as children in the public 
schools are required to show a certifi- 
cate of vaccination before they can 
gain admission, so should children 
likewise be requ ired to prove that the 
condition of their eyes is not such as 
to endanger the eyes of their little 
comrades. I have already examined 
a whole school, and some children have 
been discharged on my recommenda- 
tion and obliged to absent themselves 
until cured. 

Most persons are born far-sighted; 
some remain so throughout life; the 
sight of others becomes normal, and 
still others become near-sighted. 
Americans as a class are not so near- 
sighted as peole of older civilizations. 
The Germans are the most near-sighted 
people, probably becawe they study 
the most and with the poorest light: 
There are at best very few normal 
eyes; we are all of us generally either 
near-sighted or far-sighted. Color- 
blindness is at times congenital, in 
which case it is incurable; but color- 
blindness may be acquired later in life, 
and then it yields to treatment. Sta- 
tistics show that about 4 per cent, of 
all men are color-blind, but only 2 per 
cent, of all women. Too great care can- 
not be exercised in the marine service 
and in the railroad service not to em- 
ploy the color-blind, for their inability 
to distinguish green from red causes 
them to confound the danger signal 
with the safety signal, to the great 
danger of the traveling public. 

CONQUERING THE CONGO. 

Remarkably Rapid Spread of Missionary 
Touts Through That Region. 

Every white man in the Congo state is 
surprised at the remarkable growth of 
the mission stations in that region. The 
missionaries are spreading all over the 
Congo basin and nearly everywhere 
they are finding a welcome from the 
natives. Large towns near the equator, 
a little south of the Congo, numbering 
from ten thousand to over thirty thou- 
sand people, are inviting missionaries to 
settle among them. In November last, 
saj*s the Chicago Post, the Pioneer, a 
little steamer in the service of the Con- 
go liololo mission, started from Stanley 
Pool on her first trip up the river. 
Three months had been spent in the 
very arduous work of transporting the 
steamer to Stanley Pool. The mission 
stations she is to serve are already es- 
tablished in the region which was first 
visited about five years ago by Grenfell 
and Von Francois, who found there an 
enormous number of cannibals and 
many fierce dwarfs, who gave them bat- 
tle nearly every inch of the way. These 
same regions are now welcoming the 
white missionaries. At the present rate 
of progress in less than ten years there 
will not be a district of any importance 
between Stanley Pool and Stanley Falls 
which will not be occupied by some 
missionary society. 

Mr. Janssen, the governor general of 
the Congo state, who recently returned 
to Brussels, reports progress in all re- 
spects. He says the human sacrifices 
and tribal wars are diminishing in 
number. Many natives wish to learn 
useful industries from the Europeans. 
Fields are cultivated on all sides and 
many brick houses are building. On 
the Kassai river, where a few years ago 
Wissmann had to force his way by using 
arms. Janssen was received with enthu- 
siastic friendship by crowds of natives, 
who besought him to stay with them 
permanently. On the other hand, where 
the Europeans have not yet frequently 
appeared, as on the upper Lomami, the 
natives still appear hostile and vanish 
without bringing the provisions the 
whites ask for. Janssen says it will not 
be long before in these regions, also, 
the whites will be received in a friendly 
manner. 

COLORING THE HAIR. 

An Old Man Who .'May Be Any where from 
Eighty to One Hundred ami Twenty. 
There is an old fellow whom I met in 
my walks about town who has carried 
to an extreme the attempt to disguise 
his natural appearance, and the conse- 
quence is that it is wholly ineffective, 
writes Taverner in the Boston Post. 
The main trouble is to tell how vener- 
able he is; he may be eighty and he may- 
be one hundred and twenty for all his 
looks indicate. I have sometimes no- 
ticed that a decidedly youthful appear- 
ance has been given to a man by his re- 
linquishing his hair dye and coming out 
in the white chevalurc which is most 
becoming to him. This was the case 
with the late Lester Wnllnelt . who, how- 
ever, persisted in wearing his mustache 
black, as if to emphasize this us the 
natural color of his beard. Since gray 
hair has become the fashion, there is 
less resort to dyes than formerly, but I 
suppose the witticism still holds good 
for many people that they admire gray 
hairs on everybody .but themselves. 
Tittlebat Titmouse's experience in "Ten 
Thousand A Year" with the use of hair 
dye ought to be read by every person 
who is ambitious of making a disguise 
by these means; and even more impor- 
tant would be the perusal of some chem- 
ical treatise showing the poisonous ef- 
fect of minerals which enter into such 
compounds. And yet, with the fullest 
knowledge of its deleterious effects, 
vanity makes many persons "stand the 
hazard of a dye." — -

A SHORT CHAPTER ON HEADS. 

According to n Now York Hatter They 
Are Growing Larger. 

"The heads of men are growing 
larger, "said a Broadway hatter to a New- 
York Telegram reporter, as lie sold a 
7 !j hat to a small man. "Thirty years 
ago," he continued, "when I fh\»t went 
into business the average size ranged 
from I5J4 to 5%. Of course there were 
plenty of men with larger heads, but 
that was the average size. Most of our 
customers buy hats nowadays in size 
from 7 to T;\. and yet the men thirty 
years ago seemed to have just as much 
brains as the men of to-day. The most 
singular thing about the hat trade is 
the ability of a first-class salesman to 
judge of the nationality of his customer 
by the shape of his head. We Ameri- 
cans have long, narrow heads. It used 
to be that when an American bead 
came in for a hat, if it was long enough 
for him it would be very likely too wide 
:it the sides, or if it titled at the sides it 
had to be pulled out at the ends. Hut 
we now have hats for heads of all na- 
tionalities. 

"When a German head conies in we 
jump for the boxes filled with hats es- 
pecially made for round heads. The 
heads of Englishmen are irregular in 
shape, notwithstanding the conserva- 
tism -of the nation. 'Irish heads' are 
the most easily fitted. Theyare oval in 
shape. Most small men require large 
hats, and there are a great many large 
men who wear small tiles. It, is a no- 
ticeable fact, however, that as the 
world grows older the headsof English- 
speaking people are growing more and 
more alike, and the shape is tending to- 
ward the long-headed American head, 
all reports to the contrary." 

Taste In the Sexes. 
Krom some experiments made at an 
American university it appears that the 
average person can taste the bitter of 
quinine when one part is dissolved in 
one hundred and fifty-two thousand 
parts of water. .Salt was detected in 
water when one part to six hundred and 
forty of the liquid was used. Sugar 
could \h\ tasted in two hundred and 
twenty-eight parts of water, and com- 
mon soda in forty-eight. In nearly alJ 
cases men could detect a smaller uua«- 
tity than women.

OUT OF RUSSIA'S CLUTCHES. 



Capt Alex. McLean and the Crew of 
the Hamilton. Lewis Are 
Free. 



They Will Be in San Francisco Next 
Week— A Lucky 
Escape. 



Capt. Alex. McLean and the crew of the 
seuling schooner J. Hamilton Lewis, who 
were seized by the Russian man-of-war 
Aleut off Copper Island, and subsequently 
taken to several Russian ports before com- 
ing before a, tribunal for sentence, will 
stand on American soil within a week. 
They ute now on their way across the 
Pacitic Ocean from Hongkong to San Fran- 
cisco, in which city they will arrive about 
Monday. Mrs. McLean left Victoria on 
Monday evening, in the steamship Walla 
Walla for the Bay City, to meet her hus- 
band. She has received privute cable dis- 
patches from him that have put her in pos- 
session of all particulars, and will once more 
join him, after a more perilous escapade than 
any of his previous adventures. With ids 
proverbial luck he baa this time eluded the 
clutches of the Russian hear, and lias almost 
miraculously escaped a Siberian convict 
prison, with all its suffering nnd agony. 

The bare details of the manner in which 
he and his crew were handled by the auth- 
orities, which have reached here from time to 
time through the medium of British and 
American warships and sealing schooners, 
give no positive clue us to the manner in 
which he has got out of his last tight fix, 
but there is little doubt, as everyone who 
knows him will allow, that he has accom- 
plished the feat by cool headed pluck, and a 
determination to get back homo in spite of 
everything. 

The story of his capture is still fre3h in 
the ndnds of the readers of the Colonist, 
and there were many who predicted, when 
that news reached here, that "Alex." would 
come out on top, no matter how serious the 
case was. Later disclosures have proved 
them to he right in their opinion. 

His wife thought, as she stated to a 
Colonist representative before she left Vic- 
toria, that the American (lovernment had 
probably been in communication with the 
Russian authorities at Vladivostock and 
elsewhere concerning the manner of dealing 
with her husband, and it may be that 
orders from Washington will be waiting for 
the captain when he reaches San Francisco. 
His punishment for poaching will, no 
doubt, he dealt out by the United States 
Government. However heavy that sent- 
ence may he made in order to appease 
Slavonic wrath, ho will still have cause 
to be thankful for his escape from some- 
thing a great deal worse.

WOBLD'S FA IK NOTES. 

Florida, at its recent World's Fair con- 
vention, decided to raise §100,000 for its 
representation at Chicago in 1891). 

The Associated Press has applied to the 
(hounds and Buildings Committee of the 
Exposition for suitable space, either in the 
press quarters on the grounds or in a 
separate building, where its reports can he 
prepared and dispatched during the Fair. 
It is certain that tho Exposition authori- 
ties will provide extensive press and tele- 
graph facilities, hut the details are not yet 
determined. 

Between .'140 and 4,10 men arc employed 
in perfecting the landscape features of the 
Exposition site. It is theintention to make 
the grounds exceedingly beautiful by walks, 
drives, lawns, terraces, fountains, shrub- 
bery, and flowers. Several hundred thous- 
and dollars are to be expended for this pur- 
pose. ' 

The First Infantry Regiment, National 
Guard of California, has decided to attend 
the Exposition in a body, and has inaugura- 
ted a plan for providing for the expenses of 
the trip. 

The National Association of Woollen 
Manufacturers and the American Pottery 
Association have euch decided to make an 
exhibit at the Exposition such as has never 
before been seen in this country. 

Turkey has appointed as World's Fair 
Commissioners, 1). Jemal Effendi, Agricul- 
tural Inspector at Broussa and Pangiri 
Bey, Sub Director of the Foreign Press Bu- 
reau. 

Tho Ways and Means Committee has 
granted W. L. Libby & Son Company, of 
Toledo, Ohio, a concession for tho operation 
of a big cut glass factory. The company 
will invest between $50,000 and $75,000 on 
its plant, which will be located ut 59 1 h 
street, in the Midway Plaisance, on a plot 
of land 150 by 250 feet. 

The Exposition Directory has called upon 
tho Comptroller of the City of Chicago to 
sell $1,000,000 of the $5,000,000 of bonds, 
which the city voted in aid of the Exposi- 
tion. The proceeds, which it is desired 
shall be realized within ninety days, are to 
be applied mainly to paying the enormous 
expenses of the construction of the build- 
ings. 

The magnitude of the building operations 
now going on at Jackson Park can bo sur- 
mised from the fact that an average of from 
115 to 40 carloads of construction material 
arrives daily. The Exposition buildings 
are rising with wonderful rapidity. 

Sir Walker Dullard, who owns the finest 
collection of native Maori curiosities and 
paintings in the world, has applied for space 
in which to display his collection, and in- 
tends visiting the Exposition with his fami- 
ly. Maj. John Wilson, of Auckland, has 
submitted a proposition to the Foreign Af- 
fairs committee to bring a colony of Maoris 
to the Exposition, house them in one of 
their native-built forts, and let them show 
their native costumes, home life, and meth- 
ods of warfare. The proposition is regarded 
with some favor, as it would add greatly to 
the value of the general ethnological exhibit, 
of the Exposition. 

Theodore Roosevelt, the civil service 
champion, wants to have an "American 
Sportsman's Exhibit " made at the Exposi- 
tion. In explanation of his idea he says: 
"I want an exhibit of every weapon and 
utensil used in hunting, fishing and trap- 
ping since the discovery of the country 
down to the present day. We have the 
greatest hunting country on earth. Tho 
Boone and Crockett Club, of which I am a 
member, is enthusiuseie overau exhibition 
of the kind, and we want nothing in it. but 
what is American. For instance, I know 
where the rifles used by Davy Crockett and 
Daniel Booue can be secured. Nothing 
could be more interesting than a 
collection of the kind. The exhibi- 
tion should embrace the heads of all 
kinds of American game of the larger sort, 
and specimens of the smaller game, .animals, 
birds and fishes ; the old Wigwams, hunt- 
ing shacks of pioneer days, all kinds of 
weapons, and all the conveniences t hat go 
to make up a modern hunting camp."
